Parents’ heartbreak at death of 
Summer, 7, in funfair tragedy

THE heartbroken parents of the young 
girl who died after a bouncy castle was 
blown 150 yards across Harlow Town Park 
by a strong gust of wind have paid a 
moving tribute to their “beautiful 
angel”. 

Seven-year-old Summer Grant was ser¬ 
iously injured in the accident at the fun¬ 
fair on Saturday afternoon. 

She was taken to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where medics battled in vain to 
save her life. 

Summer lived with her mum, Cara 
Blackie, and younger sister, Lily, in Nor¬ 
wich, but was visiting her dad, Lee, during 
the Easter break. He said: “She was the 
most happy, polite and beautiful girl in the 
world. 1 still can’t come to terms she’s not 
here.” 

Her mum said: “Summer was a bright 
beautiful and most loving little girl. It is so 
unfair that she has been taken. It just 
doesn’t make sense.” 


Police immediately launched an invest¬ 
igation into the causes of the accident and 
arrested two people on suspicion of man¬ 
slaughter by gross negligence. They have 
been released on bail. 

Saturday’s tragedy was the second acci¬ 
dent involving a giant inflatable at a fun¬ 
fair in the Town Park in the past 12 
months. Last year three children were 
injured when a bouncy castle suddenly 
deflated. 

State of shock 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clempner 
said the whole town had been left in a state 
of shock while MP Robert Halfon ques¬ 
tioned whether there should be a ban on 
bouncy castles at fairs in the town until it 
can be proved they were “completely 
safe”. 

Members of the Spotted in Harlow Face- 
book group will be lighting a candle for 
Summer at 8pm on Saturday while dona¬ 
tions to fundraising pages set up in her 
memory had topped £12,000 as the Star 
went to press yesterday (Wednesday).

Teenage boy 
arrested on 
suspicion of 
killing man 

DETECTIVES investigating the 
fatal stabbing of a man in 
Harlow three weeks ago have 
arrested a 15-year-old boy on 
suspicion of murder. 

The teenager, who lives in 
north London, was taken into 
custody by police in Holloway on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

He was arrested on suspicion 
of murder and possession of 
class A drugs. As the Star went 
to press yesterday (Wednesday) 
he was still being questioned. 

The youth is the second person 
to be arrested in connection with 
the death earlier this month of 
father-of-two Hassan Abdi 
Mohamed. 

Collapsed 

An 18-year-old man, also from 
north London, was arrested on 
suspicion of murder and 
remains on bail until May 17 
while the police investigation 
continues. 

Mr Mohamed, 48, was found 
collapsed on a cycle path leading 
from Southern Way to Pyenest 
Road, close to Holly Field, on the 
morning of Saturday, March 5. 

He had been stabbed in the chest 
and later died of his injuries. 

Police are continuing to appeal 
for information about the 
circumstances leading up to the 
stabbing.

Back in the saddle for 
charity bike challenge

TWO brothers are gearing up for a 550- 
mile cycle ride to raise money the 
charity which has provided support 
for their family. 

Ben Lewsey of Potter Street, Harlow, 
and his brother Dan, from Ware, are 
hoping to raise thousands of pounds 
for Kisses4kids, which organises 
treats for children with life-limiting 
and terminal il l nesses. 

Ben, 26, said the charity has been 
“fantastic,” in helping him and his 
partner, Victoria, look after their 
daughter Skye, who was born with a 
genetic disorder which affects the cells 
of the body. 

The four-year-old, who cannot walk 
and struggles to communicate, has a 
limited life expectancy. 

“We are trying to put a positive spin 
on things,” said Ben, who also has a 
one-year-old son, Harrison. “Kisses4 
kids is such a great charity and have 
been a massive support. 

“They raised a lot of money to take 


us to Disneyland Paris and now we 
want this ride to raise awareness and 
money for them.” 

The pair will set off from Ware on 
July 24 and hope to reach Inverness on 
August 2, averaging about 80 miles a 
day for nine days with one rest day. 

“We did a ride to Land’s End a 


couple of years ago but this is much 
bigger and we are doing double the 
distance,” said Ben. 

“We will ride some of the highest 
and toughest roads in Britian and we 
will be on mountain bikes the whole 
way, which will make it even more of a 
challenge for us.” 


Ben, who is currently a full-time 
carer for Skye, became a panel mem¬ 
ber for Kisses4kids after the Land’s 
End ride and hopes to match the £4,500 
raised on that occasion.

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Expect thorough inquiry 
into bouncy castle death 

Detective says investigation into accident will be complex

THE police officer leading the invest¬ 
igation into Saturday’s funfair tragedy 
in Harlow Town Park has said it will be 
a lengthy and complex inquiry. 

Seven-year-old Summer Grant 
suffered fatal injuries when a bouncy 
castle on which she was playing was 
blown across the park by a strong gust 
of wind. 

She was taken to Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital but died shortly after¬ 
wards. 

A post-mortem examination on 
Sunday established the cause of death 
as multiple injuries. 

Detective Inspector Daniel Stolen, of 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said weather conditions, 
the weight of the ride, the state of the 
ground, moisture content and how the 
bouncy castle was tethered would all 
be examined. 

Weather 

“The weather will certainly make 
up part of this investigation - whether 
it was a factor and if it was appropriate 
for the ride to be running,” said D1 
Stolen. 

“It will be a complex and thorough 
investigation. 1 do not anticipate this 
to be a quick inquiry - it will be a 
lengthy investigation.” 

As part of the investigation, police 
are asking anyone who took photos or 
video footage of the incident to contact 
them. 

He added: “This is a very tragic 
incident where a young girl has lost 
her life. We are trying to establish the 
circumstances surrounding how the 
girl came to be injured and 1 urge 
anyone who was at the event and wit¬ 


nessed the incident to contact me.” 

One witness told the Daily Mirror: 
“It was a freak accident - the thing just 
flew at least 15ft straight up over the 
caravans, flipped and just kept on 
going down the park. 

“It must have been blown more than 
400 metres at least. We thought it was 
never going to stop.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon called for 
an immediate inquiry into the causes 
of the tragedy. 

“This is the second dangerous incid¬ 
ent involving a bouncy castle in Har¬ 
low within a year,” he said. 

“1 will be asking the relevant 
authorities to start an urgent inquiry 
as to how this tragedy happened and to 
find out who is responsible, especially 
given events last year, and to consider 
whether bouncy castles such as this 


should be banned from Harlow town 
fairs until we can be sure they are 
completely safe, so such a horrific 
tragedy never happens again.” 

Harlow Council leader Jon Clempn- 
er said the town had been left in a state 
of shock by Saturday’s events, adding 
the authority would work closely with 
the Health and Safety Executive and 
the Great Parndon Community Asso¬ 
ciation, which organised the funfair, 
to find out exactly what happened. 

Heartache 

“1 can’t imagine the heartache of the 
parents and family of the little girl who 
has died and my thoughts are with 
them.” he said. 

The Thurston family, which oper¬ 
ated the bouncy castle, released a 
statement in which they said: “The 


whole Thurston family as well as the 
entire fairground community are 
thinking of Summer’s family at this 
terrible time. Our prayers are with 
them and they can rest assured we will 
make sure we find out how this ter¬ 
rible incident occurred.” 

Two people arrested on suspicion of 
manslaughter by gross negligence 
have been released on police bail while 
the inquiry continues. The 24-year-old 
woman and 27-year-old man, both from 
Cambridgeshire, must report back on 
May 4.

Leaving EU 
is senseiess 

SIR Less than 20 years after the 
First World War ended, Germany 
under Hitler was rearming to 
reverse its defeat. Hence the 
Second World War in which, 
once again, many millions died. 

The basic reason why this did 
not happen after the Second 
World War is that the nations of 
western Europe agreed to co¬ 
operate together in what became 
the European Union. As a result, 
we have had 71 years of peace in 
western Europe - the longest in 
modern history - with millions 
alive who might have died in 
war. 

To break away from the EU 
when we desperately need it to 
keep the peace, to tackle climate 
change, to help defend us against 
international crime and 
terrorism and to stand up to 
multi-national companies which 
evade tax and work against 
British interests by operating 
from abroad would be senseless. 

Of the money we pay into the 
EU, about a third comes back to 
us in grants. The total cost, 
about £7bn a year, is a small 
fraction of our GDP and benefits 
all member states including 
Britain. 

Cleaner beaches, limits on 
working time, maternity and 
parental leave, guaranteed 
minimum paid leave etc stem 
from the EU. 

The European Commission is 
not a free agent but subject to 
European governments and the 
European Parliament, which we 
elect. From within we can and 
should work to change it for the 
better.

- just try cycling or driving 
along Minchen Road - but they 
seem to be unaware that we have 
a network of cycle tracks and 
that they are responsible for 
their maintenance just as much 
as the roads. 

Apart from the resurfacing of 
the cycle track from the heliport 
G unction of Second Avenue and 
Third Avenue) to Staple Tye a 
few years ago - a distance of 1.2 
miles and it only needed local 
patching - no effort has been 
made to repair or resurface cycle 
tracks in years. 

I would guess the tracks along 
Katherines Way and Haydens 
Road have never been repaired 
in their lifetime, which could be 
in excess of 40 years ... and it 
shows. 

As a cyclist who uses both the 
cycle network and roads in 
Harlow, I am, like Cllr Danvers, 
appalled at the state of our roads.

THE wife of a motorcyclist who was airlifted to 
hospital after suffering serious chest injuries in a 
road accident in Harlow has this week thanked 
emergency services for saving his life. 

Michael Inns, 50, had been travelling back from 
his job in London and had nearly arrived at his 
home in Harlow when the accident happened. 

He was riding on the stretch of the A414 between 
Gilden Way and Church Langley Way shortly before 
Sam last Wednesday when he was in collision with a 
van. 

Paramedics were called but Mr Inns’ injuries 
were so severe that the air ambulance was sent to the 
scene to take him to the Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel. 

The road was closed for several hours while police 
carried out accident investigation work. 

Mr Inns, who works as a close protection officer, is

expected to stay in hospital for at least another few 
days while he recovers. 

His wife Lisa, 44, said: “1 heard what had 
happened on the radio. 

“He was on his way back from London and he was 
pretty much close to home. 

“He cracked seven ribs, his spleen was perforated 
and his lungs needed attention.” 

The couple have five children - three sons aged 26, 
24 and 21 and two daughters aged 15 and nine. 

The hospital managed to successfully treat his 
spleen on Thursday (March 24). 

Mrs Inns added: “He was wearing reflective cloth¬ 
ing and leathers while his bike his bright green. He 
was extremely visible. 

“1 want to say thank you to the ambulance staff 
because if it was not for them 1 do not know what 
might have happened. The police were great, too.”

Protest group formed 
over new Mil junction 

Residents believe there is an alternative way to ease congestion

A GROUP of residents have launched a 
campaign against plans to build a new Mil 
junction off Gilden Way in Harlow. 

Some 29 residents have signed a letter to 
the Star calling for a long-term solution to 
solve the town’s congestion problems. 

“Plans to build a junction 7A- Gilden Way 
link are best described as nothing more 
than a short-term fix that fails to tackle 
growing traffic congestion at peak time 
hours across Harlow,” the letter reads. 

The proposed junction 7A is designed to 
ease congestion around the current Mil

junction 7. This would transform the B 
road Gilden Way in Old Harlow into a 
major route under the 15-year plan. 


The campaigners, who are supported by 
Icouncillors from both Labour and Con¬ 
servative parties, believe a northern 
bypass is crucial to address congestion now 
and in the future. 

County councillor Mike Danvers said: 
“We’re not just protesting about this, we’re 
actively looking at alternatives. The exist¬ 
ing junction 7 could be dramatically recon¬ 
figured without all the unnecessary 
upheaval for the residents of Churchgate 
Street and Old Harlow. 

“We believe that there are alternatives 
particularly a northern bypass of Harlow, 
and with the development in Harlow North 
better communication is essential.” 


The campaigners also believe the scale of 
housing development gives weight to the 
case for a northern bypass. 

Councillor Joel Charles added: “1 think 
it’s important we listen to the concerns of 
these residents. 1 believe there are altern¬ 
ative solutions.” 

The letter concludes: “To aid the growth 
of our local economy and reduce traffic 
congestion across Harlow, we need to invest 
in a long-term road improvement strategy 
that will strengthen our community, not 
divide it. 

“We urge residents, businesses and 
councillors from across Harlow to join our 
campaign.”

A TELEVISION crew has moved 
in to a secret location as filming 
begins for a unique new channel 
dubbed Essex TV. 

Expected to hit screens on Sky 
in early 2018, Essex TV will 
launch online next month and its 
content will include current 
affairs and entertainment pro¬ 
grammes made exclusively by 
Essex people for Essex people. 

The man behind the project - 
23-year-old Matthew Martino, of 
Spinning Wheel Mead, Harlow - 
said he conceived the idea in June 
last year and is keen to move away 
from The Only Way Is Essex 
stereotype. 

“I can assure readers we won’t 
be showing Joey Essex 24/7,” he 
said. “That’s the type of show we 
want to pull away from. 

“We want to create a localised 
hub for entertainment, news and 
current affairs and our intention 
is to highlight local talent and also 
to encourage businesses across 
the county to get involved. 

“At the moment we’re busy 
shooting promotional videos and 
we just hope we can share 
something special about what 
makes Essex what it is. 

“We understand that we’re not 
going to grow overnight but even¬ 
tually we want to create short 
films and mini-series like 
you see on Netflix, but 
first we need the 
commercial side to 
take off.” 

Matthew, who , 
last November was ^ 
named Essex Young \ 

Person ofthe Year at 
the annual YOPEY 
awards, said Essex 
TV is consortium- 
backed and he has 
already spent £75,000 
on filming equipment 
and securing a studio loc¬ 


ation. It employs three camera¬ 
men and two editors and has a 
budget of £1.2m for the eventual 
launch on Sky. 

“We will bid for 
tender with the Elec¬ 
tronic Programme 
Guide for a channel 
on Sky in the next 
12 to 18 months,” 
he said, “but for 
now the digital 
market is very 
popular. 

“It’s important 
for me to highlight 
that film-makers need 
exposure and I hope we can 


provide the creative platform that 
the county’s bright minds need to 
flourish. 

“We’ve recently shot a short 
piece about agricultural machi¬ 
nery at a farm in Writtle and 
we’ve also done pieces on a 
Second World War veteran as well 
as new restaurants in the county, 
so we want to incorporate a 
variety of flavours in the things 
we do.” 

Matthew, whose family settled 
in the UK from Zimbabwe in 2005, 
has always shown entrepreneur¬ 
ial skills and at the age of 14 he ran 
a market stall selling mobile 
phone accessories from China.

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Aimiversaiy appeal 
over ‘horrific’ attack 


Robbery victims still recovering a year after terrifying ordeal

DETECTIVES investigating a 
brutal attack on a father and 
son in their home in Harlow a 
year ago have made a fresh 
appeal for witnesses. 

The two victims suffered ser¬ 
ious injuries when they were 
attacked by three people - two 
men and a woman - who burst 
into their house in Tunnmeade 
and demanded money. 

The pair were forced to hand 
over £1,600 in £20 notes. 

One of the victims, a man in 
his 50s, was attacked with a 
meat cleaver and sustained 
numerous lacerations to his 
head, arms and legs. His son, 
who is in his 20s, suffered a deep 
wound to his back and a broken 
collarbone. 

Their injuries were so severe 
that police are treating the case 
as attempted murder.

Detective Constable Ryan 
Burgess, of Harlow CID, said: “A 
year has passed since this hor¬ 
rific attack. Although the 
investigation has made pro¬ 
gress, no-one has yet been pro¬ 
secuted for inflicting these 
horrendous injuries. 

“The level of violence used in 


this attack was huge and both 
men were lucky to survive. The 
victims are recovering but the 
injuries have had an impact on 
their lives.” 

The robbers are thought to 
have left the scene in a white 
first generation Ford Transit 
Connect van, driving along 
Momples Road and Howard 


Way and heading south towards 
Second Avenue. 

All three are white and spoke 
with local accents. The woman 
is aged 18- 22 and was described 
as slim, about 5ft 2in tall with 
long light-coloured hair. She 
wore a light coloured jacket, 
dark or black leggings and 
white or light coloured foot¬ 
wear. 

Cigarette 

CCTV footage appears to 
show her smoking a cigarette 
when she got into the van from 
the passenger side. 

One of the men is in his 30s 
and was balding or had short 
shaved hair. He was of medium 
build, about 5ft Sins tall and 
wore a dark top. The second 
man was also about 5ft Sins tall, 
of medium build and wore a 
white coloured top. 

“I believe someone must 
know something and I urge any¬ 
one with information to get in 
touch,” said DC Burgess. “Were 
you near Tunnmeade at the 
time of the attack? Did you see 
the van in the CCTV picture?

E are looking to try 
something different for 
this one,” said 
Massimiliano Rossetti 
with a hint of mischief as 
we speak on the phone. 

He is behind the wheel of his circus 
company’s van which has taken their 
latest production The Hogwallops all 
over the country. 

The unique blend of circus and 
theatre will make essential viewing for 
families when performed at Harlow 
Playhouse for one night only on April 
21 . 

Massi, as he is known to friends and 
those with a lesser grasp of Italian, 
formed Lost in Translation Circus four 
years ago alongside Annabel Carberry. 

“There is a lot of driving,” he said 
over his hands-free. 

“We have been going round Europe in 
the past but for the next couple of shows 
we are in the UK.” 

Such is the life of a circus performer 
that most of his time not performing or 
rehearsing is spent on the road. 

Since establishing the company in 
2011, the creative producers have taken 
productions to Massi’s native Italy 
Australia, where Annabel is from, 
Belgium and all over the UK. 

The Hogwallops sees spectacular 
circus skills blend seamlessly into 
physical comedy, theatrical storytelling 
and slapstick. 

It is set in the only place such a 


chaotic scene could be: the kitchen of a 
family. 

Massi said: “It is a messy household 
setting and the scene is set with a piece 
around a washing machine. 

“There are five people on stage 
playing the different roles in the family 
- and you can see their hierarchy from 
different perspectives. Every performer 
is involved every time. 

“You can expect people not to sit in 
their chairs because you can expect to 
jump quite a lot. There will not be a 
moment where you will not be wowed.” 

There will be room for floor 
acrobatics, trapeze swings, clowning 
and summersaults. But listen out too for 
an original score and narrative between 
characters. 

Combining music, theatre and dance 
may give the play a different feel to 
what audiences have come to expect. 


But as Massi says: “We are not a 
contemporary travelling circus. 

“We are looking to try something 
different for this one. It is rarely seen in 
this country. 

“Our aim is to try and integrate 
circus and theatre. It is something our 
company is trialling. 

“The two really come together and 
the artistic form of theatre 
complements the physicality of circus. 

“But we made it quite slapstick 
though because we are not professional 
actors.” 

The Hogwallops has been performed 
all over the UK with the Edinburgh 
Festival providing a highlight. Massi 
added: “It will be coming to an end in 
November and at that stage we will 
assess the show for next year. 

“We will need to see the technicalities 


but we hope to go back to the Edinburgh 
Festival at some point. 

“It is a family show. We do not define 
it as a children’s show as there is 
something kids and adults can enjoy. 
There are funny moments for 
everyone.” 

Lost in Translation perform as part of 
the Pay What You Can season where 
donations can be made at the end of the 
show. Workshops in circus skills can 
also be arranged through Harlow 
Playhouse. 

Massi is a well-travelled clown having 
trained at the prestigious Carampa 
Circus School in Madrid and the 
National Centre for Circus Arts in 
London. 

Lost in Translation has grown and 
expanded since they began. For The 
Hogwallops tour the core travelling 
team will be four circus performers, a 


musician, an actor and four crew 
members. They will be joined by 
freelance artists from one show to 
another. 

“1 have been everything in circus,” 
laughed Massi. 

“1 have done everything in my time. 
For this show something 1 do is throw 
people into the air and catch them. This 
is called the Russian cradle. 

“We actually hold a Guinness World 
Record for doing 14 (Russian cradle) 
summersaults in 48 seconds and we will 
be in the book next year. That is 
something we do for a display. 

“1 also do acting and clowning, which 
is something 1 might be doing more of 
now 1 am 34.1 am not as young as 1 used 
to be and it might be harder to do some 
of the falls!” 

He added: “1 have been in circus since 
1 was 22 and been a performer (of any 
kind) since 1 was 18.1 always loved a 
circus when 1 was younger. 1 lived near 
Milan and Rome growing up, and 1 was 
never more than 10 metres away from a 
circus.” 

“1 look forward to performing in 
Harlow for the first time.”

He was hiding out in a kind of 
bohemian artists' warehouse in 
Brooklyn with all of these young guys 
who were what you would call, “left of 
center.” 

Eventually, the New York Bar 
Association gets an insurance lawyer, 
James Donovan, played by Tom 
Hanks, to agree to represent Abel, 
knowing that he was involved in the 
Nuremburg Trials and had some 
knowledge of foreign matters like this. 
Did you find it liberating to play a 
real person? 

Playing a real person can help you 
draw out a particular side of yourself, 
but Abel is a mysterious character. 
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stand up for a spy

This is a true story, and the events that 
open the film took place in 1957. It was a 
dangerous time when the U.S. 
government thrived on frightening its 
citizens. When Abel was captured, the 
country was in a frenzy and everyone 
was convinced he should be executed for 
his crimes, and, in fact, there is a scene 
in the film where members of the public 
present at Abel’s trial become very angry 
when his sentence is read. 

But Donovan’s argument had always 
been that this was not treason, because 
Abel was never an American citizen, but 


a professional spy doing his patriotic 
duty for his country, and it is Donovan’s 
brilliant assertion that no matter who the 
enemy is or what they have done, 
everyone needs to be treated equally 
under that law. We can’t change the law 
simply because the public is outraged. 

How would you describe the film? 

It is a Cold War thriller with the 
psychology of James Donovan's actions at 
its heart. It’s fascinating to see how an 
honest, hard-working lawyer like 
Donovan gets drawn into the powerful 
corridors of the CIA and the FBI and the 


subtleties of international relations 
between America and the Soviet Union at 
that time. 

Tell us about the look of the film. 

The sets are all incredibly beautiful 
with an amazing amount of detail. And 
the props on set were extraordinary and 
so completely accurate for that time, 
things like jars of peanut butter... stuff 
you just assumed didn’t exist anymore. 

As an actor, we are working amongst 
crafts people, and just being surrounded 
by these people with such skill and love 
for what they do is very inspiring. 

How was it working with Tom Hanks? 

Tom saw me in Twelfth Night in Los 
Angeles in 2003 before the production 
was famous and he was one of the first 
actors to come to it and to come 
backstage afterwards and talk to the cast, 
which was very exciting for everyone. 

The day before we started filming, he 
invited me over to read through the 
script with him, since a big part of the 
story is the relationship between their 
characters, which was very considerate. 
What surprised me the most about Tom 
is that he loves to make people laugh, and 
has this very goofy sense of humor which 
immediately puts people at ease. He also 
has a phenomenal memory, loves to do 
crossword puzzles, and is a history buff 

And how was it working with Steven 
Spielberg? 

Steven trusts you to come, obviously, 
with your lines learned, and to know 
where you're going to and where you've 
come from, but he also expects you to 
have a willingness to play. We never had 
any discussions about what he was 
hoping to convey with my character 
because it was more about making 
fascinating stories with real people and 
having interesting things happening to 
these people.

Making Essex look 
like Middle-earth 


I f you go down to the woods today... 
you might find a post-apocalyptic 
sci-fi action thriller about warring 
tribes being filmed there. Well, you 
would have a few months ago 
anyway. 

Billericay is the unlikely location for 
much of the filming of Pandorica, a 
striking debut feature from Essex-based 
director Tom Paton. 

Released at cinemas and digitally this 
Friday (April 1), Pandorica is a 
sci-adventure conceived and created by 
Tom on a very limited budget - but you 
wouldn’t know that too look at it. 

Pandorica is stylish and atmosphere 
and certainly doesn’t look like the work 
of a debut director. Tom has been making 
commercials, ads and short films for the 
last decade bu this is his step up to the 
next level. What makes it more 
remarkable is that Tom is a self-taught 
director. 

“1 went to the universtiy of YouTube, 1 
taught myself everything,” he admits. 

Tom has a very can-do approach to his 
work, but he’s not a dreamer. Everything 
is thought about and carefully planned, 
including coming up with Pandorica. 

“1 was writing for a magazine which 
was very business-orientated and 1 
started thinking about how film is very 
different. It’s the only business where 


you take a big gamble on finding an 
audience and put a lot of money into it 
before you know you’re going to get 
anything back. 

“It’s interesting to see how the film 
industry is coping with VOD [video on 
demand] and streaming. You don’t tend 
to get the small indie films that you used 
to. You either get big blockbusters or tiny 
budget films, but nothing in between. 1 
thought the film industry could follow 
what’s happened with music.” 

Armed with enthusiam, ideas, and own 
way of looking at film-making, Tom 
wrote Pandorica last May, working on a 
low budget but aiming high. “1 wrote it 
in three weeks and after a couple of 
rewrites, we went into production in 
September,” Tom says proudly. “We shot 
it in 12 days and then went into 
post-production. 

“It was insane but 1 was almost doing 
it to prove you could do it that way and 
make it high quality. 1 think it’s the way 
film-making needs to go. They need to be 
more edgy and experimental again and 
then they’ll find an audience.” 

So how and why did Tom choose a 
wood in Billericay for his main location 
for the film? 

“My wife is from Leigh-on-Sea and 1 
moved down to Essex [from the 
Midlands] six years ago, so 1 consider 


myself an adopted Essex boy. We live in 
Leigh, my studio - where 1 did all the 
post production for the film - is in 
Shoeburyness and so 1 was keen to work 
in Essex. 

“1 needed somewhere that looked right, 
a forest that had power and toilets. We 
tried places all over the country but 
found what we wanted in Essex.” 

Their ideal location turned out to be 
the Skirmish paintball site in Billericay 
which had all the facilities they needed 
coupled with the look they were after. 

“It’s a private wood and it has a very 
ominous feel. It was a dream find to be 
honest. 

“Throughout my career I’ve always 
tried to shoot in Essex. The costs are 
much more achievable and people are 
always friendly and really helpful here. 

“Also, you can make Essex look like 
Middle-earth!” 

The film is certainly getting a good 
reception at screenings and festivals and 
Tom is now doing the rounds of 
promotion and publicity that go with a 
film relesae. 

“I’m very proud of the movie and the 
way we’ve done it” he says. 

“ 1 think it shows it can be done like 
this. I’m keen to spread the word.”

So to celebrate the coming of all 
things bright and beautiful, I 
decided to make some easy 
peasy bunting to decorate the 
house and garden with. 

This bunting is by far the 
easiest bunting you can make, 
you don't need advanced sewing 
skills and in true Jodie Podie 
stylie, it will take just one hour 
to put this cheerful ensemble 
together. 

I use this template again and 
again as it can be adapted to 
suit any occasion or season, be 
it Easter, summer garden 
parties and barbecues, 
birthdays, weddings or 
Christmas! 

Simply choose your fabric, 
whip up your bunting and 
you’ll have some lovely 
decorations to use year after 
year. 

You will need: 

Cotton Fabric 

I like to use two or three 
contrasting fabrics for this 
project, but really, anything 
goes. Lace would be ideal for 
weddings! 

Brown string 

Brown thread and needle OR 

Fabric glue/glue gun 

Step 1 - Preparation 

Draw a triangle the size of 
the bunting you want to make, 
onto a piece of cardboard. Cut 
it out to form a template. Then 
use this template to draw six 
triangles on your fabric. Cut 
them out. 

Step 2 - Making bunting 
with glue 

Lay the fabric pieces 
front-side up on a table at 
regular intervals. Then lay 
you’re string along the top so 
you can see how much you 
need. 

Then using your glue gun or 
fabric glue, simple apply a thin 
line of glue along the top edge 
of the bunting - and lay the long 
piece of brown string along the 
top one triangle at a time. 

Remember to leave enough 
access string at either end for 
tying. 


Step 3 - Making bunting by 
sewing 


If you want to sew the 
bunting, lay the fabric pieces 
front-side up on a table at 
regular intervals. 

Then lay your long piece of 
brown string along the top edge 
of the bunting - and pin in 
place. 

Thread your needle with a 
long piece of matching brown 


cotton and tie a decent knot in 
the ends, then starting one end 
simple sew each piece of fabric 
to the string using a simple 
in-and-out running stitch. 

To make sure it was secure, I 
made an extra vertical stitch in 
between. Remember to leave 
enough access string at either 
end for tying.

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here are some childhood 
memories that stick with us as 
adults for all the wrong 
reasons. I don’t think my PE 
teacher realised the impact of 
her words, when at the age of five it was 
demanded of me, in front of the whole 
class, to “straighten my toes correctly”. 

I can still feel that mortifying 
moment as my cheeks reddened and I 
said, ‘but Miss, this is how my feet 
look’. Of course after telling my mother 
she frog-marched me (no pun 1 walk like 
a frog), straight to a podiatrist who took 
one look at my bent toes and said 
something along the lines of: “I’m afraid 
Molly has what we call Hammer toes. 
Her only option is to have her feet 
broken and reset, her little toes 
amputated or to wear excellent 
supportive shoes for the rest of her life”. 

To be fair I was just so happy my 
mother wasn’t going to have my Shrek 
feet set upon, that I didn’t really think 
of how this would affect me later on in 
life. Well let me tell you dear readers, it 
has. Aside from the fact I have spent my 
life disguising my toes in closed sandals 
(I won’t go near flip flops), wouldn’t 
dream of the opposite sex even 
glimpsing them, I have also suffered a 
great deal of inflammatory pain. 


Now though is the time where I may 
get some empathy. As the weather 
warms up, we tend to walk more and of 
course there is the London Marathon. 
This is the time when toenails drop off 
and I hear many stories of plantar 
fasciitis, an inflammatory foot 
condition that I too suffer from. 

There is one thing we can all do to 
help ourselves with foot pain and it 
starts with choosing the correct 
walking shoes. Dave Wain, Podiatrist at 
Carnation Footcare 
(www.carnationfootcare.co.uk) gives 
these tips when choosing shoes. 

1) Look for a low, supportive heel that 
rounds (or bevels) in. A thick heel or 
one that flares out will cause your foot 
to slap down rather than roll. This 
slows down forward motion and 
increases the occurrence of sore shins. 

2) A walker’s foot hits heel first and 
then rolls gradually from heel-to-toe. So, 
you will need a flexible sole and more 
bend in the toe than a runner. You 
should be able to twist and bend the toe 
area. 

3) Look for a shoe that is lightweight 
and breathable. 

4) Be sure your foot has enough room 
in the toe box. There should be a 
thumbnail’s width (or about a half inch) 
between your toes and the end of the 
shoe. The shoe should be wide enough 
in the toe that your toes can move freely. 
Your heel should not slip, and the shoe 
should not pinch or bind, especially 


across the arch or ball of your foot. 

5) Go shoe shopping at the end of the 
day when your feet may be slightly 
swollen. Also be sure to wear the same 
socks you will be wearing during your 
walks. Try on both shoes in a pair - 
your feet may not be the same size 
(really). 

6) Keep track of how many miles you 
have put on your shoes, and replace 
them every 300 to 600 miles. (If you are 
wearing very lightweight shoes, are 
overweight, or you are hard on your 
shoes, stay toward the low end on 
mileage). To extend the life of your 
shoes be sure to wear them only for 
your walks.

Rio boasts a desirable, 
high-quality interior. Key 
features include the three-dial 
instrument cluster and toggle 
switches adorning the 


dashboard. Most drivers should 
be able to get comfortable, 
thanks to an adjustable driving 
position, although some may 
find the seats a bit lacking in 
lower back support. Another 
gripe is the restricted rear 
vision, caused by a shallow rear 
screen and chunky rear 
three-quarter pillars. 

Despite this Kia being a small 
car, there’s actually a fair 
amount of space available. Two 
adults are easily accommodated 
in the rear. Back aft, the 288 litre 
boot compares favourably with 
rivals such as the Hyundai i20 
and Ford Fiesta. Folding the 
seats increases space to a 
healthy 923 litres. Elsewhere 
there are cubbies dotted around 
the cabin. Annoyingly, the door 
bins lack depth, but can at least 
house a large bottle of soft drink 
or water. 

Verdict: The Rio is an 
affordable, yet capable 
supermini package, boasting 
sharp looks and a spacious 
interior. Kia’s seven-year/100,000 
mile warranty gives further 
peace of mind, too.

Harlow cricketer beat England captain’s tally at 12

HAVING broken England Test 
captain Alastair Cook’s records, 
Harlow cricketer Nathan Khela¬ 
won demonstrated his versatility 
after emulating Grand Slam win¬ 
ners Chris Robshaw and Jonath¬ 
an Joseph. 

Despite being just 13, the Har¬ 
low Cricket Club second XI 
prodigy Khelawon burst on to the 
scene at the end of 2015 by smash¬ 
ing Cook’s schoolboy run-scoring 
records. 

In his last year at Bedford 
School, an 18-year-old Cook hit 
1,267 runs, but Khelawon blew 
that out of the water with 1,689 
runs for Chelmsford’s New Hall 
School - which included 13 hun¬ 
dreds with an average of more 
than 67 - while he was just 12. 

Now a year older, sporting all- 
rounder Khelawon was in London 
for the Rosslyn Park HSBC 
National School Sevens, the 
world’s largest annual school 
sport tournament with more than 
650 teams taking part. 

Grand slam 

Robshaw and Joseph, who just 
wrapped up a Six Nations Grand 
Slam with England, are just two of 
the many high-profile stars to 
grace pervious tournaments. 

And while Khelawon’s school 
U13 team failed to escape their 
group, winning two of their three 
games, Khelawon was more than 
happy to swap his pads for a 
scrum cap. 

“Rugby helps build my phys- 
icality and 1 like the physicality of 
rugby -1 am not going to lie,” said 
Khelawon. 

“1 like to be outdoors, 1 don’t 
like being indoors, so being able to 
run around and help my team¬ 
mates out is a great feeling. 

“The Rosslyn Park Sevens is a 
great tournament and another 
feather in my cap. When you hear 


that players like Chris Robshaw 
and Jonathan Joseph have played 
in the tournament, they have now 
gone really far. 

“Cricket is my favourite sport 
but 1 do love rugby.” 

While rugby might not have 
brought Khelawon any more 
accolades last week, there 
appears no stopping him when it 
comes to cricket. 

And the teenage sensation 


admits he has former Essex play¬ 
er turned New Hall School teach¬ 
er Gareth James to thank for his 
new-found stardom. 

“1 have to thank Mr James for 
giving me the exposure of playing 
at the different age groups and try 
to flourish to my full potential,” 
Khelawon added. 

“Alastair Cook was 18 when he 
made around 1,300 runs and 1 hit 
1,689 1 think it was in the end at 


the age of 12, but that was because 
of the opportunity Mr James gave 
me to play from U13 to the first 
team. So 1 must have played over 
50 school games in the season. 

“But 1 do train hard in the 
winter with my dad, scraping 
away the snow when it gets cold 
and putting in those hours of ded¬ 
ication that you need to get far in 
a sport that you love. 

“My family have put a lot of 


effort, taking time off work, to 
make sure 1 can play these 
sports.”

HARLOW Town boss Danny
